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THE SCHOOL BOOK COMMISSIONERS. 
The substitute for No. 14 Senate—‘T o 
cheapen the cost ot supporting the coni 
mon ichooli of this State,” has been oflered 
in the Senate, and probably will be adopt­ 
ed though it should be defeated and placed 
beyond the power of resurrection. The 
friends of the scheme to swindle the peo­ 
ple under the guise of law, soon learned 
that public sentiment was overwhelmingly 
against them, and have agreed upon a sub­ 
stitute which reads as follows:

The 
State Superinten leat is, of course, just the 
man for the place, but we doubt the pro­ 
priety of placing four others on the com­ 
mission who are not practical educators, or 
at least men whose education, literary at­ 
tainment*, practical ideas, aud broad com­ 
mon tense, do not fit them for the peculiar 
nod responsible 
duty 
which the law 
will impose upon them. 
We believe Ste­ 
ntor Paul more nearly fills the bill than 
nay of the others, except President Whit­ 
ford. Mr. Davis has the education, but he 
It to extreme in his views on the side of a 
Blate monopoly, that we fear he can not 
do the subject justice. However, the mat­ 
ter will probably be placed in their hands 
nod if so, we trust their work will be done, 
well. 


THE FITTY YEAR BONDS. 
Another important measure before Con­ 
gress, la Senator Wallace’s “Long Bond 
Savings Bill,” which passed the Senate on 
Wednesday. It is one of these public meas­ 
ures which is designel to benefit the work - 
ing classes. It gives them the opportunity 
to invest their earnings in small bonds, of 
the denominations of $23, $50, and $100, 
drawing four per cent, interest, paid semi­ 
annually, the bond running fifty years. 
The amount to be issued in ibfesc bonds, 
is limited at one hundred million dollars, 
redeemable in com fifty years from their 
date. In many large cities, the people 
have lost all confidence In savings banks. 
In smaller towns and cities, in which these 
savings institutions are organized and con- , 
trolled by business men well known to the 
patrons of the banks, the same lack 
of confidence does not exist. But the crash 
of savings banks during the past year has 
been so terrible, working the severest 
hardships among thousands of the poor ( 
and industrious, that the matter has b< en 
brought before Congress, aud the postal 
savings bill and the fifty year bonds of 
small denominations, have been devised as 
a remedy. The people need just such laws 
as both of these. There are thousands who | 
have small earnings and who would invest 
them wisely if they had an opportunity. 
Congress is now giving them the tneaos of 
placing their precious aud dearly bought 
earnings beyond the reach of speculators 
and dishonest or imprudent bank presi­ 
dents. A great deal of legislate on has been 
done by Congress for the benefit of capital, 
which is all right, and now it shows its wis­ 
dom by doing something for common peo­ 
ple.

Railway Commissioner, and those of 
the Insurance Department, are so wide 
apart in character, that they bear no 
pomible relation, and no advantage could 
be gained by amalgamation. Toe Railway 
Commissioner has all ho can do without 
baying linked to his office any outside du­ 
ties. If the State can prevent the Insur­ 
ance companies from committing trauds 
and thereby increase the revenue of the 
State by the establishment of a regular 
insurance department, and an honest and 
Om pnent man can be appointed, one 
whom the insurance companies can not 
bay with money nor seduce by flattery, 
then let the Legislature make an insurance 
*«ptraw.

Tile E xtraordinary Story Told ot rn 
New York Lad y Lately Dead. 
New Turk Letter to the Baltimore Sun. 
On Tuesday there were borne from a 
sumptuous house high up rn Fifth avenue, 
for interment in a Connecticut town on the 
New Haven road,mot far from this city, 
the remains of a revered wile and mother 
whose distant girlhood had supplied the 
heroine of a romance as dramatic as eyer 
found exposition in novel or on stage. Hall 
a century ago, when she was the only un­ 
married daughter of an old and wealthy 
family of the town in whose cemetery her 
body now rests, she came to New York in 
the bloom and vivacity of a youth just con­ 
scious of its own power, to visit the friend­ 
ly household of one of our first merchants. 
A prolongation of her sojourn here did not 
excite the remonstrance of her parents un­ 
til they were surprised by information that 
her delay was possibly occasioned by the 
trequent calls of a gentleman, a lieutenant 
of tho British navy, whose attentions 
seemed 
ominously 
serious, when her 
mother took the iamily carriage precipi­ 
tately for the city, to convey back forth­ 
with the giddy damsel. Upoa arraignment 
before the material bar the young lady did 
not deny the frequent visits of the alleged 
suitor, whom.htT New York friends had 
si eu no reason to interfere w ith, indeed, 
upon stepping into the carriage to go home 
(there was no New Havtn railroad then) 
she said quite coolly: “It’s useless to find 
fault now, ma, for I am married.” Bach 
indeed was the startling fact; after a short 
and only finally summer’s jourtsliip, she 
and the lieutenant had beeo clandestinely 
(named,and before tnejhorri&ed mother and 
romantic daughter had been 
in their 
Connecticut home twenty-four hours the 
bold young sailor was there, too, to claim 
ms wife ! Bul he found her a prisoner, 
locked in her own room, aod both parents 
met his appeals with a steady refusal to 
acknowledge his authority. The girl was 
but a child, they said, not conscious of her 
own mind, and they should resist with 
every possible form of law, any attempt to 
remove her from their custody. The hus­ 
band, urging that they loved each other, 
was told that she whom he had made his 
wile in name now only bitterly regretted 
ner sentimental folly and wished to see 
him no more. Astounded at this assertion, 
the young man passionately impugned the 
truth. Would he be generous enough to 
give her up, he was asked, if she herself 
assured bim of her desire to that effect 
Chivalrously, though too rashly, perhaps 
he agreed so to do, confident, undoubtedly, 
that she would prove true to him. Aud 
then came the most extraordinary scene of 
the little drama. A married sister, strik­ 
ingly resembling the still imprisoned vlr 
gin wife, had been hastily summoned from 
this city for the purpose, and artfully dress 
od to intensify the resemblance hurriedly 
entered the room where the lieutenant 
was present, with a friend for a witness, to 
learn his fate, and with simulated sobs, 
hastily hid ber face on ber mother’* bo­ 
som. Supposing her to be the wile whom 
he agitatedly called by name, the deceived 
husband begged her to go with him. “I 
wish to remain with my mother !” was the 
apparently careful auswer, without so 
much as a glance for bim, and without an- 
othar word the lieutenant bowed to parent 
and child, aod at once withdrew with his 
friend from the room and the house. On 
his way back to New York by steamboat 
a favorite dog that accompanied him leap­ 
ed overboard, and he, plunging instantly 
over to the rescue, was drowned.

BANCROFT, THE HISTORIAN. 


X U Hom e Life,; and M ew X* W rite* 
Kl* H istory. 
Mr. Bancroft was seventy-seven years 
old In October, but is as active.aud endur­ 
ing as a man of forty. 
He ii very active 
and regular iu hts habits, and more indus­ 
trious than most men of half his age. He 
generally rises by eight o'clock, sips a cup 
of coffee aud eats a bit of black bread in 
the German style, and works until ten 
o'clock, when he breakfasts; after breakfast 
he returns to his library, where he remains 
until three, when, unless it is unusually 
stormy, his favorite mare, “Elsie,” it sad­ 
dled, and he rides for an hour or two, at­ 
tended by a groom. He is a famous rider, 
and has traveled on boroeback, during the 
last twenty years, from Quebec to Florida, 
examining the battle grounds of the Revo­ 
lution and other scenes connected with the 
history oi our country. When minister to 
Germany he always spent his summer in 
making horseback tours in various direc­ 
tions on the continent. 
He lives in aa unpretentious but spa­ 
cious house on ll street, near Lafayette 
square, but generally spends bis summers 
at New York. Mrs. Bancroft, whom be 
married nearly fifty years ago, Is still liv­ 
ing, and they have one son, a man of mid­ 
dle age, who unfortunately docs not Inherit 
the tastes or ability of his father. 
His library is probably the most com­ 
plete and valuable private collection in 
America, and there arc few, if any, that 
surpass it in the world. There are some­ 
what oyer 20,000 volumes in all, compris­ 
ing works in print and 4m&nuscnpt in all 
languages, of all ages and branches of lit­ 
erature and science. Mr. Bancroft is quite 
fastidious about his bindings and they 
are in a great part of calf or morocco, 
with his name “G. Bancroft,” and the 
date of purchase, below the title on the 
back. 
His manuscripts are even more 
valuable than his books, as they comprise 
transcripts! of Sail the archives of every 
nation on the globe that relate in any way 
to American history. 
One of Mr. Bancroft’s peculiarities is bis ! 
habit of reading and clipping newspapers. 
He subscribes tor all the prominent j >ur- i 
aals oi the country, aud scarcely ever I 
glances al a newspaper without cutting ! 
out an article from its column*. His scrap 
books are unusually valuable, numbering I 
hundreds of volumes—tho works of many ! 
years—and all indexed and classified in 
convenient and complete^form. 
Mr. Bancroft's method of writing his his­ 
tory, the result of the experience of long 
years, is peculiar and interesting, and he 
thinks it gives him a grasp on those two j 
conflicting condition!? in literary work,com­ 
prehend vent ss and compactness, lie has I 
two secretaries—a “reference’’ secretary I 
and a writing secretary. They do the work j 
while he does the thinking aud dictation } 
When he begins a new vol urnn he lays out j 
a plan tor it as minute and detailed as an 
architect makes a plan for a house. First, J 
he decides upon the time which it shall 
cover, then epochs or important events 
which it shaft include. A large volume of 
blank paper is then taken, ruled and dated 
like a diary, and under each date are enter­ 
ed, with the precision of an accountant, all 
the occurrences of that day in every cor­ 
ner of the globe which relate in any way, 
near or remot.*, to the American republic. 
This duty is perfoimed by the “reterence 
secretary,” aud for a single volume requires 
the labor of years. With each record are 
references to the authority upon which the 
record is based, and the circumstances in 
detail under which the information is ob­ 
tained. Every existing work, document 
and paper is consulted; every history or 
tradition of any reliability is carelully 
gleaned. 
This diary being completed. Mr. Bancroft 
takts what he calls a “topic book”—a large 
blank book, like a banker’s ledger, which 
is classified under different heads ; for in­ 
stance, during the revolutionary war, a 
page would be assigned to every military 
character, and such head* as “Army,” “Fi- 
naoce,” “Foreign Affairs,' “Campaigns,” 
“Legislation, 
are scattered through the 
book. Yoder these heads is compiled all 
the information contained in a “diary” re­ 
lating tto each particular topic; so that 
when Mr. Bancroft want* to write a chap­ 
ter, for instance, about the “military cam­ 
paigns ’ the period to which the volume 
Is devoted he has ail the fact* that can be 
gained from any possible source, condensed 
and classified in thsir chronological order. 
When th ii work is completed Mr. Bancroft 
familiarizes himself with the contents o fj 
the “topic book," marking passages of im­ 
portance, making cross references and com­ 
ments for his own guidance, and indexing I 
the events in the order in which he intend* 
to treat them. Then he dictate* to his 
“writing secretary” a full and complete 
narrative of these events, which la laid J 
away to “Seaton” sometimes for yew .

One of the most rem arkable escap ees of 
modern times is that of Henry Johnston, of 
Clay county, who made a swim over the 
Missouri River, from Kansas City to H ar­ 
lem. 
It was the reckless aud daring event 
of the age. 
The Missouri River, opposite this city, is 
about a halt mile In width, and Is quite 
rapid, inasmuch as it whirls rapidly against 
the rocky bluffs at this point after having 
rolled restlertiy on from the mountains 2,- 
000 miles above. 
It Is one of the worst 
curves ia the river, and one of the last 
places which could be selected to terry the 
river on horseback. 
It was about midnight when the stranger 
rode down to the river bank near the 
bridge. 
Ile was full of whnky and quite 
loud in his exclamations of disappointm ent 
when he was informed that the ferryboat 
was not running. 
He re de trom the bridge to a point on 
the river just above the first pier, aud 
plunged into the current of the Missouri 
River opposite Broadway. 
It was not 
dark, for the moon was visible, aud the 
shoats ot 
the reckless horst rn in as he 
urged on his horse attracted the police 
and the night watchmen. Tile current wns 
so rapid thai the horse and rider mode Ut­ 
ile progress across the^river un ill aller the 
crib of inc swinging span had been passed. 
There was nothing to be seen except the 
head of the horse and the head aud shoul­

critics would find his pulses quickened by 
her marvelous playing. Let, us merely 
say, that in all the qualities of a pianist she 
fully deserves the title "great.” Touch, 
•peed, phrasing, shading, and poetic sym 
pathy, these are the scales upon which to 
weigh a pianist, and in all she ii not found 
wanting. The touch Is sonorous aud tell­ 
ing, yet full of rich color action, as could 
be heard when she made .the key at one 
time give out a velvety sound, then with­ 
out being much louder, gave It the silvery 
tang of a tuning fork. Her phrasing is 
clear as glasg and we hear the tones one 
at a time dropping in molten figures, then 
again springing up like sparks of fire ; then 
the shading vanes from the most over­ 
whelming brilliancy, to the faintest zephyr 
whisper. Her pronounced and diamond- 
edged chords are especially noticeable. 
And lastly, on the score of sympathy, 
though some critics carp, we are at a loss 
to know why. It seems to us that her 
reading of the great Individual masters is 
both deep and various, so that Beethoven 
from her hands is Beethoven, Chopin, and 
Schumann. The last piece, it is needless 
to say, a mammoth affeir, was really a 
feather in our Janesville cap, as this was 
the first time it has ever been heard in 
public anywhere. It has a history worth 
recounting. Tausig was a pianist of such 
talent, that Liszt said, "Tausig will make 
the world forget Liszt” He died in 1871, 
at the age of 30 ; and just before his death 
he gave a manuscript lo a pupil, Mr. .Ta 
cobKunkel, of St. Louis, ashing him to 
look over it. Bpt immediately Mr. Kun 
kel received word calling him home, and 
let the piece lie in a roll of other manu­ 
scripts till he forgot it, but lately he hap­ 
pened npon it again aud wrote to Madame 
King, asking her to play it in public, so 
that perhaps it might pay to publish it 
The lady has only had it one week, and we 
hear the fruits of her study for the first 
time. 
The singer, Miss Whinnery, is also an 
American artist, having been born in Ohio. 
She studied abroad with Madame Rive, 
the mother of the pianist, then went abroad, 
studying in Paris and Londoo, and has 
now lived In Boston for some three years, 
giving her whole time to concert and ora­ 
torio singing. Her singing is simply de­ 
licious. She possesses that most precious 
of endowments, a thrilling, warm timbre. 
Then her execution is fluent, and her in­ 
tonation nearly always correct. The tone 
is perhaps not always pure, especially in 
ortissimos, but this is a point which is 
scarcely ever reached, few or none make 
always faultless tone. Miss 
Whinnery 
grew upon the audience, and this is a good 
sign for us. 
Of the life of Mr. Schult/e, of Chicago, 
we know nothing ; but last night he show­ 
ed that he is an artist. The quality of his 
voice, as nearly as we could judge through 
hoarseness is of that tender melting eort 
Which is sometimes called creamy, aud his 
singing shows much passion, and as nearly 
as one hearing will show, we should say, 
that he has a good method. It is not al­ 
together fair to judge him strictly by bis 
last night's performance, as bis many false 
notes which were to painfully perceptible 
to a delicate ear, were evidently caused by 
a severe cold. His selections were good,

encore. To our thinking, that strong sob 
of an aspiring soul, “Nearer my God to 
Thee," is simply desecrated by being coup­ 
led with a dainty love-song like “Robin 
Adair." Then lastly the accompanying of 
our Janesville mutlciao, Professor Fill­ 
more, without encomium. We were sur­ 
prised. It was clear and sympathetic, in­ 
telligently phrased and played with preci­ 
sion.

The Philadelphia Commercial List speaking of 
the wool trade, says: “There bas ben no increas­ 
ed demand for this staple since our last notice. 
Tne lnqairy bas been mostly confined to medium 
grades of fleece, which command former quota­ 
tions, while fine grades are exceedingly dull, and 
some inrther contracts nave been made at a ae­ 
dine of 103c. Supplies of ali kinds come for­ 
ward slowly, and the s.ock is moderate for this 
season of the year." 
The trade in wool at the “nub'' is summarized 
as follows by th© Boston Journal of Commerce: 
The sales foot up within 15,900 Ms of those of last 
week, but there has been a tailing off of about 
800,0u0 Ms in the quantity-of domestic wool mar­ 
keted, while the sales ol California have been 
fairly increased, and those of pulled nearly doub­ 
led. A few dealers have sold very large lots of 
spring and fall California, while most of tho deal* 
era have done lese than usual in any line. 
“As will be seen by the above, the past week 
has besa a very fair one. There have been fewer 
buyers looking about, and the sales effected have 
been mainly In small lots tor immediate use. 
Manufacturers fest no disposition, either from 
tbs tone of the market or the condition of their 
own business, to very largely anticipate their re­ 
quirements. There is little prospect of higher 
prices, and the tendency, where there is any 
change, is In buyers' favor. There are consider­ 
able stocks of heavy woolens or heavy clot bing 
left on hand, owing to the very mild winter, ana 
it now looks as lf some would have to be carried 
over. This latter fact, together with the light­ 
ness and slowness of spring spring orders, makes 
the manufacturers even more cautious than usu­ 
al. Tne heavy failure of a worsted goods house 
has not involved any wool homes here to any 
considerable amount. Floe fleeces area abide 
off and are In consequence in more inquiry. Fall 
wool is going fatly. Holders of Texas wool are 
urging ll upon buyers. In foreign wool scarcely 
anything Is doing, and carpet wools are neglect­ 
ed.’'
